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I do need 
to be less 
naive, says 
UKIP MEP 

THE MEP and councillor at 
the centre of a row for tell¬ 
ing aspiring politicians to 
look at Adolf Hitler’s speak¬ 
ing style has said he needs 
to be less ‘politically naive’ 
and more ‘mature’. 

Bill Etheridge was em¬ 
broiled in a storm of criti¬ 
cism after it was revealed he 
had used the Nazi leader as 
an example when leading a 
seminar for budding UKIP 
politicians in Birmingham. 

The West Midlands MEP, 
who was elected to Brussels 
in May, is also a council¬ 
lor in Dudley representing 
Sedgley. 

The 44-year-old denied 
telling members of Young 
Independence they should 
copy Hitler. 

It is not the first time 
he has got into trouble. He 
was suspended from the 
Conservative party in 2011 
when, as a member of the 
Campaign Against Political 
Correctness, he and his wife 
Star posed with golliwog 
dolls. 

“I need to be less polit¬ 
ically naive,” he told the 
Express & Star, The Chron¬ 
icle’s sister newspaper. 

“I sold steel for 20 years 
and I’ve been an elected 
politician for just a few 
months.” 

“I’m still a novice as a 
politician but I will be more 
mature in my discourse.”

Invest 

They turned down the 
chance to invest. 

After going ahead with 
his business idea, the 
£89.99-a-bottle Richibrown 
organic Natox cream flew 
off the shelves. 

It is now sold online to 
more than 50 different 
countries as well as in doz¬ 
ens of salons across the UK. 

Mr Richardson said 
12,000 of the £19.99 lip 
plumper,which is sold in the 
form of a 7.5ml lip gloss,had 
sold in just two days after it 
launched. 

There was demand from 
400 salons eager to stock 
the product. 

The father-of-two, who 
grew up in Stourbridge and 
went to Pedmore Technol¬ 
ogy College, said: “I’m just 
an ordinary bloke from the

Black Country - it’s crazy 
to think that I now have a 
skincare and cosmetics com¬ 
pany. 

“It has been absolutely 
phenomenal. I just listen 
to what ladies want and go 
from there. 

“I never expected it to 
take off like it has.

TRIBUTES were this week paid to a 
cyclist who died in a road accident in 
Upper Gornal. 

Friends described care worker Lor¬ 
raine Rowson as a ‘wonderful person’. 

She died at the scene after her bi¬ 
cycle was involved in a collision with 
a lorry at the junction of Burton Road 
and Jews Lane on Friday. 

Paramedics tried to save the 
50-year-old mother-of one but nothing 
could be done. 

Elaine Hartland, deputy manager at 
Greenway House Residential Home, 
Lower Penn, where Mrs Rowson has 
worked for 14 years, said: “We are all 
in a state of shock. Lorraine was the 


nicest person you could meet. She was 
kind and loving, which were qualities 
that came out in her work here. 

“We are a small community with 
only 12 residents, so people get to 
know each other very well. She will be 
missed by everyone.” 

Mrs Hartland said Mrs Rowson was 
also an animal lover known for taking 
in unwell dogs and nursing them back 
to health. 

She is survived by her husband and 
daughter, a 21-year-old university stu¬ 
dent. 

Mrs Hartland added: “She was a 
very outgoing person, who was com¬ 
pletely devoted to her family.” 


West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Steve Parry said an ambu¬ 
lance and a paramedic arrived shortly 
after the accident. 

“Sadly, it quickly became apparent 
to crews that nothing could be done to 
save the cyclist involved,” he said. 

“She was confirmed dead at the 
scene. The lorry driver was assessed 
by ambulance staff but did not require 
further hospital treatment.”

Jobs lost as baby store 
is going mainly online

shut its branch at Dudley’s Merry Hill Centre 
next month with the expected loss of around 
100 jobs. 

It is one of 10 stores around the country closing 
on September 7. 

The store opened in October 2012 in the former Best 
Buy premises in a move which created 106 jobs. The chain 
was previously owned by 
Morrisons but was bought 
by Endless, a Leeds-based 
private equity firm, for £2 
million last month. 

The new owner is shut¬ 
ting its ‘loss making stores’ 
to enable it to concentrate 
on the online side of the 
business. 

Garry Wilson, managing 
partner at Endless said: “It 
is a difficult situation with 
store closures. But every 
store is heavily loss-making. 


Heavy rams

LASHING rain and fierce 
winds battered the region 
as the remains of Hurricane 
Bertha swept in causing 
flood alerts for rivers and 
events to be cancelled. 


Eight flood alerts were 
issued by the Environment 
Agency as water levels rose 
for the River Stour in the 
Black Country and south 
Staffordshire. 

Levels 

River levels were rising 
up towards 4ft on Monday 
at Swindon, near Stour¬ 
bridge, while agency officials 
warned the river at Stour- 
ton was close to flooding. 

Heavy showers forced 
the cancellation of events 
including Tipton Commu¬ 
nity Fun Day and a series 
of beach-themed activities 
for children on the Severn 
Valley Railway also had to 
cancelled after downpours. 

Water company Severn 
Trent also reported disrup¬ 
tions to supplies and leaks 
including problems in Halls 
Farm Lane, Trimpley, near 
Kidderminster. 

Across the country homes 
were flooded, music festivals 
were cancelled and sporting 
contests had to be re-routed 
as nearly a month’s worth of 
rain was dumped over parts 
of Britain in a few hours. 


Surgery 

“We’re not closing stores 
for the sake of it. We’ve 
been tasked with perform¬ 
ing surgery. 

“Fundamentally Kiddi¬ 
care is a good e-commerce 
business and we need to 
make sure it’s not dragged 
down by the heavily 
loss-making stores.” 

A spokesman added: 
“After appropriate consul¬ 
tation within the business it 
was decided to close the 10 
former Best Buy stores that 
trade as Kiddicare. This will 
happen on September 7. 

“The online business and 
Peterborough store will con¬ 
tinue to trade as normal.” 

Among the services of¬ 
fered by the Merry Hill store 
is a children’s soft play area, 
a Starbucks coffee shop and 
free car seat fitting and 
pushchair servicing. 

Kiddicare, which had 
sales of around £80m in 
the last financial year, was 
founded in 1974. Morrisons 
bought the business in 2011. 

Kiddicare took over the 
40,000 square feet unit at 
Merry Hill in 2012.

More face 
fines over 
school term 
absences 

MORE than 2,500 fines 
have been handed out to 
parents in the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire for 
taking their children out of 
school during term time in 
the last two years. 

Over half of them have 
been dished out in the last 
year after new legislation 
came into force in Septem¬ 
ber giving headteachers the 
power to only grant term- 
time absences in exceptional 
circumstances. 

The move has proved 
controversial across the 
country with a number of 
parents being hauled before 
the courts for refusing to 
pay the fines. Each parent 
faces a £60 fine per child for 
breaching the rules — in¬ 
creased to £120 if not paid 
in full in 21 days. They face 
court if they don’t pay by 28 
days. 

The fines handed out in 
this region 1,501 were in the 
last year. The year 2013/14 
saw a rise of 434 from the 
previous 12 months on pen¬ 
alties dished-out 

Figures show Dudley dealt 
out 224 fines in 2012/13, in¬ 
creasing to 248 in 2013/14. 
Sandwell fines increased 
from 15 in 2012/13 to 87 in 
2013/14. In Wolverhamp¬ 
ton fines rose from 125 in 
2012/13 to 303 the following 
year.

MEP refuses to resign over Hitler comments 



UKIP MEP Bill Etheridge 


A UKIP MEP from Dudley who 
urged young party candidates to 
study Adolf Hitler’s public speaking 
style says he regrets his comments 
about the Nazi leader but is refus¬ 
ing to resign. 

Bill Etheridge, also a Dudley 
councillor, claimed his speech 
was taken ‘out of context’ and de¬ 
nounced the furore which has fol¬ 
lowed it as ‘political opportunism’. 

The 44-year-old, elected to Dud¬ 
ley Council and the European Par¬ 
liament in May, said he‘regrets’ 
mentioning the Nazi leader in a 


speech where he described Hitler 
as a ‘forceful public speaker’. Mr 
Etheridge made two speeches to 
UKIP’s Young Independence Con¬ 
ference in Birmingham earlier this 
month. 

He told them: “Look back to the 
most magnetic and forceful public 
speaker possibly in history. When 
Hitler gave speeches, at the start 
he walks, back and forth, looked at 
people, he waited minutes just look¬ 
ing out at people, fixing them with 
his gaze. And then, when he started 
speaking they were hanging on his 


every word. I’m not saying direct 
copy, pick up little moments.” 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed of 
Dudley Council described the com¬ 
ments as ‘unbelievable’ and called 
on police to investigate. 

But Mr Etheridge said: “It is just 
political opportunism. I will not 
stand down.” Although he did re¬ 
gret his comments in the context of 
what has happened since. 

“I speak about a range of figures 
in my seminar including Martin 
Luther King, Ronald Reagan, Hit¬ 
ler and Tony Blair. At no point do 


I endorse their policies or beliefs, I 
simply point out their specific styles 
of public speaking. 

Monster 

“I always refer to Hitler as an evil 
monster. So this is an outrageous 
smear on me. I’m a Black Country 
lad and we don’t stand for bullying.” 

A UKIP spokesman said: “Bill 
gave a seminar on public speaking 
and highlighted great speakers as 
people whose style, not content, 
could be studied.”

I HAVE just bought one of the 888,246 ceramic poppies 
planted at the Tower of London to mark the centenary of 
the First World War. I urge you to do the same before they 
are snapped up by spivs. Today’s cherished souvenir has 
a nasty habit of becoming tomorrow’s earner on eBay. 

BACK in 1914-18, people would have been pleased 
and surprised that their sacrifice was remembered, 100 
years on, by the sale of such poppies to support military 
charities. Mind you, the shilling-a-day soldiers of the First 
World War would have been even more surprised that the 
price of a ceramic poppy was £25. 

AFTER my item on the use of pigeons to carry messag¬ 
es in the First World War, a reader asks if these intelligent 
birds were ever used in a military coo. 

IT seems, little by little, the Government is paving the 
way for genetically modified (GM) foods, even though 
polls repeatedly show most people are against the stuff.

work on a £l.2m centre 
for new digital autopsies 


WORK has begun to set up a £1.2m centre 
where post-mortem examinations can be 
carried out without surgery. 

The centre, part of Sandwell Valley Crematorium, will 
use 3D scanners to determine cause of death without using 
a scalpel. 

It’s hoped this will make it less traumatic for bereaved 
families, who will be able to request a digital autopsy when 
the coroner requires a post mortem to be undertaken. 


In deaths where a post 
mortem is not required by 
the coroner, families can 
also request a digital au¬ 
topsy for peace of mind or 
as a record marking the end 
of a life. 

The site would also be 
used by pathologists from 
across the West Midlands to 
quickly and accurately de¬ 
termine cause of death. 

The centre is being funded 
by iGene, who will also train 
and support pathologists to 
use the new technology. 

When it opens in October, 
it will be the first of its kind 
in the West Midlands. 

Ash Govind, Global Vice 
President for iGene, said: 
“Digital Autopsy offers a 
significant humanitarian 
step forward in establish¬ 
ing the cause of death using 
software rather than a scal¬ 
pel. We are delighted to 
have signed the agreement 
with Sandwell Council to 
bring digital autopsies to 
the West Midlands.” 

Councillor Mahboob Hus¬ 
sain said: “As an authority

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Bail given 
to murder 
charge 
woman 

A 24-year-old woman joint¬ 
ly accused of murdering a 
grandmother in her Hale¬ 
sowen home has been grant¬ 
ed bail. 

Chantelle Moran-Stokes 
is charged with Leo Barnes 
with killing 80-year-old 
Cynthia Beamond, who 
lived in Juliet Road, Howley 
Grange. 

The pensioner was found 
dead in the garage of her 
home two days after she was 
reported missing. 

Moran-Stokes was given 
bail during an appearance 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court and it is subject to a 
number of conditions. 

She was told that she 
would have to provide a se¬ 
curity in the sum of £12,000 
and reside in Sandfield Ave¬ 
nue, Small Heath, Birming¬ 
ham. 

She has also been told to 
report to police twice a week 
and was made the subject of 
a night-time curfew. 

Other conditions include 
not going within five miles 
of Juliet Road and having 
no contact with her fellow 
accused. 

Barnes, 32, of Runcorn 
Road, Balsall Heath, Bir¬ 
mingham, faces the addi¬ 
tional charge of a second 
murder at an address in 
Belize Park, London, where 
the body of 67-year-old 
Philip Silverstone was dis¬ 
covered. 

Both Moran-Stokes and 
Barnes are due in back in 
court on October 10. 


Pothole fixing project is 
under way across borough 


TWENTY-FIVE roads across Dudley will be re¬ 
paired after more than £500,000 was award¬ 
ed to fix potholes. 

The Government grant of £567,000 is the largest 
awarded in the West Midlands and will be used to in 
a 10-month project. The work began in June and the 
funding must be spent by March 2015. 

Borough transportation boss Councillor Khurshid 


Ahmed said: “Dudley has 
embarked upon a major pro¬ 
gramme of pothole repairs 
using a new approach called 
planer potholes where dam¬ 
aged surfaces are removed 
with a small planer attach¬ 
ment that only removes the 
minimum material required 
for repair. This approach re¬ 
duces material costs.” 

“Work started very 
quickly as a condition of the 
money is that it is used in 
the next year,” he explained. 

“We are making sure we 
consider the right timing 
with the weather and the 
least disruption to road 
users.” 

“We are very pleased with 
the money. It is very wel¬ 
come amongst the cuts. 

“We need enormous 
funding for the roads. The 
officers did really well in 
putting our successful bids 
together.” 

Potholes are accessed 
within 24 hours of being 
reported and, if dangerous, 
work is undertaken as soon 
as possible.

IN January 2012, I had a minor 
shunt in the car. Damage was 
limited to a broken number plate 
and a bit of bumper scuffing.

Access To Justice, has been 
particularly prolific. After every 
call, I have been assured that I 
have been removed from the 
database, and that I won’t be 
hearing from them again. After 
probably more than a dozen 
calls, they finally seem to have 
gone quiet. 

Interestingly, these characters 
have also come to the attention 
of an organisation called the 
Access To Justice Foundation, 
which has stressed that it has no 
connection to the calls. 

“The activities of these call¬ 
ers are the subject of an ongo¬ 
ing investigation to identify the 
responsible company and take 
appropriate action,” says the 
trust’s website. I would like to 
have helped, but the calls always 
come from a withheld num¬ 
ber, and they always seem very 
guarded about giving out any in¬ 
formation about themselves. 

So where did they get their in¬ 
accurate information from? Well 
a call from another similar com¬ 
pany, this time called Pinpoint, 
let the cat out of the bag. 

A few weeks earlier, I had used 
a company which said it would 
be able to get me a cheaper deal 
on my car insurance. I had been 
quite pleased with the service I 
received the previous year, get¬ 
ting my premium down from 
more than £400 to just £200. But 
this year it involved spending 
more than an hour on the phone 
with no end result. 

Anyway, it transpires that by 
answering that company’s ques¬ 
tions, I had also unwittingly con¬ 
sented to having my answers 
sold on to other parties. 

So if your car insurance is due 
for renewal shop around by all 
means, but make it clear that 
you do not consent to having 
your information passed on to 
anybody in the accident claims 
business.

Love and laughs at 
Tommy’s farewell 



Tommy Mundon - king of the loffs and the Black Country’s greatest comic 


‘They will be writing about 
Tom in 100 years’ time’ — 

ADAM GRINSELL on the 

farewell to a comedy great 

“HE could make you loff at the 
drop of a hat” - as close friend 
Mel Thomas spoke at Tommy 
Mundon’s remembrance ser¬ 
vice, more than 500 friends and 
well-wishers had a giggle. 

Mr Thomas said of the original 
Black Country comedian: “I will 
always remember the first joke I 
heard Tommy tell. 

“He said ‘looking at me, you wouldn’t 
think I was an ugly child’.” 

Hasbury Methodist Church in Hale¬ 
sowen was full to bursting as those 
who knew him said goodbye to Thomas 
‘Tommy’ Mundon last Wednesday. 

The 80-year-old died in July, four 
months after celebrating his birthday, at 
Mary Stevens Hospice following a five- 
year battle with Parkinson’s Disease. 

Stage 

He was cremated in a private cere¬ 
mony at Stourbridge Crematorium, be¬ 
fore his family joined all those wanting 
to pay their respects at the church in 
Halesowen. 

His remembrance service elicited 
laughs but it was also poignant and mov¬ 
ing. 

Before the service his widow Val, 62, 
said: “To most people he was someone 
who stood up on the stage being funny. 
But to us he was a wonderful husband, 
father and grandfather. It was some¬ 
thing quite special to be married to a guy 
like Tom. He was a bit out of the ordi¬ 
nary and a bit unique. 

“He was always very witty. I could 
never outwit him because in an instant 
he would have a quip. Tom was always 
very modest but he did love performing 


right from when he was a little tot. He 
was always a larger than life character. 

“I met him in 1970 at a show, where 
he wasn’t actually performing, at a 
club in Wordsley. He was not actually 
booked to perform but they sort of said 
‘come on up’ and he went on stage. 

“Tom was very kind and was quite 
shy really, because bear in mind, when 
I met him he was 36 and still lived with 
his parents. I just thought he was quite 
sweet really. We had some wonderful 
times together.” 

Tommy was forced to quit the comedy 


scene in 2012 as Parkinson’s took hold 
and it was something that he was very 
reluctant to do. After being diagnosed 
with the disease, he was still cracking 
jokes, saying: “I’m now a stand-up co¬ 
median who can’t stand up for long.” 

Val added: “When he had to stop in 
recent years it was a big blow to him 
but he was very poorly. 

During the service, Mr Thomas re¬ 
called a moment several years ago while 
being laid up in Russells Hall Hospital, 
and Tommy went to visit him. 

“Although he had come to see me, 


every patient was a target,” he said. 
“One of the patients after said to me 
that his visit was more therapeutic than 
a trolley-load of medication. 

“Tommy wasn’t just a legend, he was 
a very caring human being. He was a 
very proud family man, loyal and de¬ 
voted to Val, a loving father and a car¬ 
ing grandfather. And Tommy loved his 
larger family, the general public.” 

Tommy was well-known beyond in 
his beloved Black Country and his name 
adorns the Comedy Carpet artwork in 
Blackpool alongside such as Tommy 
Cooper and Morecambe and Wise. 

Following Tommy’s death Ken Dodd, 
who was his close friend for more than 
20 years, said: “He was a wonderful 
friend and a wonderful comedian. He 
was more than a comedian, he was a hu¬ 
morist, he knew all the Black Country 
stories. I admired him hugely.” 

Tommy spent some of his last days 
in Stourbridge’s Mary Stevens Hospice 
where he attended day therapy sessions. 

At one stage he had to turn down the 
opportunity to go to a royal garden party 
at Buckingham Palace as he was so ill, so 
instead staff at the hospice put on their 
own garden party in his honour. Mr 
Thomas suggested that perhaps Tommy 
would have enjoyed that more. 

Val added: “It was very comforting 
that he was at Mary Stevens Hospice. 
He loved going there and the people. He 
went to the day centre and it was a big 
comfort to know they looked after him. 

“It is comforting to have had so many 
cards and letters from people who have 
said some wonderful things about him. 
It is a big loss to the family. It is a tough 
one and I’m doing my best.” 

Among those at the service were Led 
Zeppelin frontman Robert Plant, who 
features in his biography a photograph 
of Tommy and himself from his 60th 
birthday party, and fellow Black Coun¬ 
try entertainer Bev Pegg. He said: “They 
will be writing about Tom in 100 years’ 
time, stating that he was the greatest 
Black Country comedian ever.”

POLITICS

ONE of the many buzz words 
kicked around by central gov¬ 
ernment is ‘localism’ but it turns 
out to mean absolutely nothing. 

Take, for example, the case of 
Sandwell Council and its sting¬ 
ing rebuke from the High Court 
over its attempt to stop itself 
funding ‘benefits tourism’. 

The Government decided it 
would be up to councils to de¬ 
cide how much, if any, discount 
on council tax they would offer 
to working-age people of limited 
means. 

Under the Welfare Reform Act, 
the Government replaced coun¬ 
cil tax benefit with a grant. But 
it only covered 90 per cent of 
the bill, leaving councils to find 
or save the other 10 per cent. 
Some, such as Wolverhampton, 
came up with new models to 
charge a small amount of coun¬ 
cil tax. Others carried on as be¬ 
fore, but just absorbed the hit. 

Sandwell tried to be clev¬ 
er. It was prepared to take the 
hit but didn’t want to cover the 
costs of new arrivals as well. So 
it introduced a ‘residency test’. 
Although the example of bene¬ 
fits tourists from costly areas of 
London was given in court, the 
theory applied more locally. 

Sandwell was effectively 
erecting a wall around itself to 
stop people from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton or other nearby areas, where 
the cost was passed on to resi¬ 
dents, from moving a few miles 
down the road where their an¬ 
nual bills would be less, at the 
expense of the residents already 
living there. 

But it fell foul of the High 
Court. And now it’s left the coun¬ 
cil licking its wounds to the tune 
of tens of thousands of pounds 
of legal fees. And it faces the 
headache of having to appeal or 
look at its system all over again. 
It also exposes the futility of 
the ‘localism’ agenda. Councils 
were given the power to decide 
how to cope with these changes 
themselves, but then the High 
Court can intervene and overrule 
the decisions of democratically 
elected councillors. 

There are just three months 
left before the trust running Staf¬ 
ford Hospital gets dissolved. 

After years of inquiries and ef¬ 
forts to turn it around, people in 
Stafford now face being left with 
a pale shadow of what they once 
had. 

Thousands have marched 
through the streets in protest. 
Some even took to setting up 
tents to fight for a better alter¬ 
native. 

Kate Godfrey, Labour’s can¬ 
didate for Stafford in next 
year’s General Election, thinks 
Tory incumbent Jeremy Lefroy 
should stand down and trigger 
a by-election to force the Gov¬ 
ernment to take notice. He dis¬ 
agrees, saying it will leave Staf¬ 
ford without representation and 
anyone fighting for the hospital 
when it needs it most. 

The political battle for Stafford 
will come next year. For now, 
campaigners have bigger things 
to worry about.

MAKING parts for Lancas¬ 
ter Bombers and caring for 
evacuees, Elsie Bridgwater 
did more than her bit for the 
war effort. 

The family of the great-great-grand- 
mother have paid tribute to her after 
she passed away at the age of 100. 

Mrs Bridgwater spent her final 
years in Holloway Court in Colley 
Gate, Halesowen, and was surrounded 
by loved ones to celebrate reaching her 
century in June. 

She was born Elsie May Troughton 
in Stoke Prior, near Bromsgrove, and 
worked at the Rover plant in Long- 
bridge. After the war she worked in a 
nursing home looking after disabled 


children and adults. Her husband, 
George, was a lorry driver and air raid 
warden. The couple lived in a cottage 
in Belbroughton and had a daughter 
Maisie, who passed away 24 years ago 
at the age of 59. 

As her funeral took place on Tues¬ 
day Mrs Bridgwater’s granddaughter 
Melanie Morton, from Weston-un- 
der-Lizard, revealed how her grand¬ 
parents had taken in three young boys 
evacuated from Birmingham during 
the Second World War. 

Mrs Morton said: “They would get a 
little money for looking after them but 
it was never enough to cover the costs. 
So my grandmother went out to work 
on the land, picking potatoes and more 
in order to earn enough money to put 


shoes on the children’s feet. We did not 
find that out for many years until my 
father mentioned it to us, so we don’t 
know any more about the boys or what 
happened to them. As well as that she 
worked at Longbridge on the parts 
that went into the Lancaster Bombers 
used in the Dambusters raid.” 

Mrs Bridgwater lived in Catshill be¬ 
fore moving into residential care. Mrs 
Morton said: “All through her life she 
was the jolliest person.” 

Mrs Bridgwater leaves two grand¬ 
daughters, Mrs Morton and Angela 
Hackett. Two other grandchildren, 
Susan Moor and David Hand, 
have passed away. She also leaves 
eight great-grandchildren and 16 
great-great-grandchildren.

New ‘addict’ courts 
could help families 

A COURT which aims to 
support to the children of 
alcoholics and drug addicts 
should be brought to the 
West Midlands, family law¬ 
yers say. 

The Family Drug and Al¬ 
cohol Court was launched 
to get quick decisions in 
cases where families are 
affected by alcohol or drug 
misuse. It sits in London 
and Gloucester but is set to 
expand. Child care special¬ 
ist Robert Pearce, partner 
and head of the children’s 
law team at Midland firm 
mfg Solicitors, said FDACs 
should be introduced 
across all family courts in 
England. He said research 
revealed 35 per cent of 
substance-affected moth¬ 
ers are reunited with their 
children through them, 
compared with 19 per cent 
in a normal family court. 

Charity signs up 
to standards code 

A HEALTH and wellbe¬ 
ing charity serving the 
Black Country is hoping to 
strengthen its work in the 
community after it signed 
up to a code of governance. 

West Bromwich-based 
Kaleidoscope Plus Group 
has been working locally 
for more than 40 years.

Chief executive Monica 
Shafaq said: “Good govern¬ 
ance is not only crucial for 
attracting funding but also 
demonstrating effective¬ 
ness and value for money.

Donations plea to revamp 
the entrance at beauty spot 


AN APPEAL has been launched to raise mon¬ 
ey to enhance an entrance to Warley Woods. 

Bosses say they want to improve Abbey Road ac¬ 
cess to the beauty spot as it is looking scruffy and 
they fear it may not give visitors the best impres¬ 
sion of the site, which has been transformed with 
£1 million of Heritage Lottery cash since the 1990s. 

They hope to replace the 
bollard-barriers, installed in 
a bid to stop the dumping 
and burning of cars on the 
site.

The cost of the work is ex¬ 
pected to be around £4,200 
and an appeal for donations 
has been launched. 

Viv Cole, trust manager 
at Warley Woods Commu¬ 
nity Trust, said: “These 
improvements will form the 
next stage of the continual 
investment and develop¬ 
ment of Warley Woods by 
the Community Trust sup¬ 
ported by our members and 
park lovers. 

“It will keep our stand¬ 
ards high and allow vol¬ 
unteers and staff to spend

time on other maintenance 
work.” 

The park received

HE describes himself as an 
‘all Black Country bloke’ who 
started writing ‘daft songs’ 
in his kitchen to make his 
mates and his family laugh. 

But emerging comedy talent 
Jonny Cole says he has a wider 
audience in his sights as he re¬ 
flects on the early stages of his life 
as a full-time comedian. 

The Wednesbury comic is set to 
headline Birmingham’s Glee Club 
on September 18, with top billing on 
the 12-date Black Country Night Out 
Tour to follow next year. His debut 
album and a DVD are due to hit the 
shops later this year. 

It represents a meteoric rise through 
the comedy ranks for the 34-year- 
old. Until recently he was content 
to mix the occasional pub gig with a 
not-so-exciting working life of selling 
industrial supplies over the telephone. 

Backed by a live band, Jonny’s act 
features a mixture of songs and an¬ 
ecdotes based on his experiences of 
growing up in the Black Country. 

It all started with a song he hastily 
wrote ‘for a laugh’ in a spare 20 min¬ 
utes while he was having a cup of cof¬ 
fee in his kitchen. Wednesbury Song 
- which features the line ‘and it dow 
matter if yo cor read, as long as yo can 
drink and as long as yo can breathe’ - 
became a Youtube hit four years ago, 
chalking up nearly 60,000 views. 

The response prompted him to cre¬ 
ate a comedy routine that has since 
seen him have audiences in clubs 
across the Midlands loffin’ their yeds 
off. “I had no act at the time. It lit¬ 
erally was just one song done for a 
laugh,” he said. “My dad found it 
funny and told me to stick it on You¬ 
tube and everything just happened 
from there.”

ALBUM REVIEWS 


GOOD music is coming at 
the double this summer with 
three female duos producing 
contrasting but well-accom¬ 
plished albums. 

The relocation of Alabama siblings 
The Pierces to California has paid div¬ 
idends with a classic West Coast feel 
to their forthcoming album Creation. 

If breakthrough You & I was sun¬ 
shine pop then Creation introduces a 
little melancholy shadow into their har¬ 
monious sound. Songs like Believe In 
Me and Honest Man could appeal to 
Fleetwood Mac fans, whilst Must Be 
Something and the gorgeous Elements 
even channel some Abba spirit. Catch 
Allison and Catherine at Birmingham 
Glee Club on September 24. 

Feisty Glaswegians Stina Tweed- 
ale (vocals/guitar) and Shona McVicar 
(drums) deliver punky power pop with 
plenty of ‘don’t mess with us’ attitude 
on their swaggering eponymous debut 
Honeyblood. Killer Bangs delivers a 
sugar rush whilst I’d Rather Be Any¬ 
where But Here shows their bittersweet 
side. They should raise the roof at the 
Hare and Hounds in Kings Heath on 
September 26. 

Ward Thomas sound like the latest 
rising stars from Nashville but these 
20-year-old twins are from Hampshire. 
Singers and songwriters Lizzy and 
Catherine impress with the honky tonk 
opener Push For The Stride and con¬ 
temporary country toe-tappers on their 
debut From Where We Stand. Ward 
Thomas play Birmingham Glee with 
The Shires on November 4. 

Irish singer/songwriter Sinead 
O’Connor marks 30 years making mu¬ 
sic with I’m Not Bossy, I’m The Boss, 
her most accessible and rocking album 
for many years. She’s apparently reju¬ 
venated on the cover (thanks to a wig 


and figure-hugging rubber) but this is 
special because of the blend of vulner¬ 
ability and maturity in her remarkably 
emotive voice. She hits her righteously 
strident stride on Take Me To Church 
and Streetcars makes a tender finale. 

It’s been a long wait for La Roux’s 
second album, five years in fact, but 
Elly Jackson has finally delivered an 
excellent blend of disco and synth pop 
that surpasses her 1980s obsessed 
debut. Trouble In Paradise is short 
at nine tracks in just over 40 minutes, 
but boasts songs that do that deja vu 
familiarity trick, including Chic-like Up¬ 
tight Downtown and Blondie flavoured 
Kiss And Not Tell. Catch her at The In¬ 
stitute in Digbeth on November 8. 

Welsh pop maverick and sometime 
genius Gruff Rhys, formerly of Super 
Furry Animals, blends melancholy pop 
and rollicking rockabilly on American 
Interior, an eccentric concept album 
about the quest for a Welsh speaking 
Native American tribe. Be enlightened 


when he plays Birmingham Glee Club 
on September 15. 

Charlie Simpson finally escapes the 
shadow of his band Busted (he refused 
to join McBusted) with folk-tinted pop 
rock album Long Road Home which is 
a real grower with its memorable title 
track and the Mumford-like Comets. 

International hit Budapest has cata¬ 
pulted George Ezra, a guitar-slinging 
singer/songwriter from Hertford with 
a smoky deep voice that belies his 
youth (he’s 21), to the upper reaches 
of the album charts with his debut al¬ 
bum Wanted On Voyage. He will be in 
concert at The Institute in Digbeth on 
October 25. 

Escape to the 1950s exotica of Les 
Baxter on the Cherry Red reissue of 
his kitsch orchestral tunes inspired by 
tropical islands and the mysterious 
east. It features original lounge classic 
Quiet Village plus lots of bonus mate¬ 
rial. Pour yourself a Mai Tai and enjoy.

Much fun was had creating tiny lit¬ 
tle lookalikes, a source of much hilar¬ 
ity when based on friends and family. 
More fun was had when games were 
brought out for the Wii which you could 
import your Mii folk into. 

Now the Miis have a home of their 
own, not on the fast becoming redun¬ 
dant Wii but on the niche home of cute, 
the Nintendo 3DS. 

Tomodachi Life is a whole world 
that you can populate with the tiny 
avatars and let them live out their own 
lives, Sim-like, although the overall feel 
of the game is more likely to appeal to 
fans of such gentle virtual worlds as 
Harvest Moon or 3DS mega-hit Animal 
Crossing. 

In Tomodachi Life you can hone your 
Mii to perfection, either from scratch or 
with the (slight) help of a photo taken 
on the 3DS. You can also transfer them 
from Wii U via the Mii Maker or get 
them from other players via Local Play 
or QR codes. 

You move your Miis into an apart¬ 
ment block on an island which you get 
to name. You don’t only tweek the look 
of the inhabitants, you can give them a 
voice and a personality... and then let 
them get on with it. But be warned, this 
is a lot my addictive than it sounds. 

A little less addictive than it sounds 
is Nintendo Pocket Football Club. It 
is a back-to-basics football manager 


sim that uses retro style 8-bit visuals. 
Not deep or slick enough for a seri¬ 
ous soccer nut, Pocket Football Club 
couldkeep younger footie fans occu¬ 
pied on a long car journey (an away 
match in the north-east or the west 
country maybe?) as you create your 
club from scratch, picking the name, 
the logo, the strip, the formation and 
then swapping players until you find 
the winning combination. 

In the brief matches themselves you 
do not have complete control over your 
players, instead its in the training that 
you will make them better footballers 
and finally reap your reward. 

And when it comes to addictive 
Cut The Rope is one of the most hab¬ 
it-forming games around. Already pop¬ 
ular as an app on smartphones and 
tablets, its arrival on the 3DS in the 
form of Cut the Rope Triple Treat is 
to be welcomed. Originally available 
to download, this retail version has 
enough extras to warrant the purchase. 

Combining the original Cut the Rope 
with two enjoyable variations on the 
theme, plus cartoons featuring the cute 
sweet-swallowing Om Norn, it offers 


many hours (around 50, it reckons) of 
brain-challenging game play. The idea 
is to work out where to cut the ropes 
to send the sweet tumbling into Om 
Norn’s hungry mouth, but also picking 
the best combinationto hit the most 
stars. It soon gets the brain smarting 
as you work out the physics involved. 

How To Train Your Dragon 2, tied 
in with the summer hit movie sequel to 
the kids’ cartoon about Viking dragon 
fliers, is a good looking game that lacks 
a meaningful quest. 

The dynamics of the flying around 
the island of Berk are excellent, intui¬ 
tively easy to pick up and the film fans 
can choose to take part as various 
characters from the movie. The graph¬ 
ics are also very good and this 3DS 
version seems very similar to the Wii U 
version. 

Whilst there are lots of mini games 
to play, the flaw at the heart of this title 
is that it lacks a strong central quest to 
continue to motivate the player once 
the dragon flying loses its novelty and 
starts to, well, drag on.

Child porn pervert is spared 
prison term to get treatment 


A PERVERT who ‘deserved’ jail be¬ 
cause of his haul of child porn has 
been allowed to remain free so that 
he can receive treatment. 

After his arrest, Jonathan Foster even ex¬ 
posed himself to a mother and her child as they 
walked past a bus on which he was a passenger. 

Computer experts discovered that Jonathan 
Foster had downloaded almost 600 indecent im¬ 
ages of children, of which nearly half were from 
the two most serious categories of pornography, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

Police uncovered the stash in a swoop on the 
home of the 24-year-old in Anderson Gardens, 
Tipton, on October 18, 2012, said Mr David Lees, 
prosecuting. Various items of computer equip¬ 


ment were seized and taken away for forensic 
analysis that revealed 599 still and moving in¬ 
decent images of children - 287 of which were 
rated among the worst kind. 

Mr Lees suggested the actual figure may have 
been much higher if entry had been gained to 
inaccessible parts of discs recovered from the 
property. Foster was arrested and, while on bail, 
indecently exposed himself to a mother and her 
two-year-old child in Blackheath town centre on 
March 29 of this year. 

Mr Lees said the woman and child were on the 
pavement on the busy Saturday afternoon when 
the defendant exposed himself to them from a 
bus. He continued: “Fortunately a police car was 
nearby, allowing officers to board the bus and 
arrest him.” 


Mr David Houldcroft, defending, said: “He 
accepts he has a problem and needs help. He 
clearly has an unhealthy obsession.” 

Foster, now of Locarno Road, Tipton, pleaded 
guilty to 11 charges of making indecent images 
between January 2010 and October 2012 and 
indecent exposure. He was told by Judge Mi¬ 
chael Challinor: “A prison sentence is deserved 
but I must follow the sentencing guidelines and 
they do not allow me to impose a sentence long 
enough to ensure your rehabilitation or keep you 
long enough to protect the public, particularly 
young girls.” 

Foster was given a three-year community 
order under supervision and must attend the 
community sex offender programme. He was put 
on the sex offender register for five years.

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Shedding new light 
on museum of glass 

WORK is to start on a new museum showcasing the 
Black Country’s glassmaking heritage this autumn. 

The £5 million redevelopment will see part of the for¬ 
mer Stuart Crystal site, opposite the Red House Glass 
Cone in Wordsley, converted into the visitor attraction 
anticipated to attract more than 500,000 people a year. 

Site owners Complex Development Projects Ltd has 
now submitted plans to Dudley Council for the museum 
along with 18 apartments to be built on another part of 
the site, off Camp Hill. 

It comes as they wait to hear the outcome of a bid for 
£2.15m from the European Regional Development Fund 
towards the project with the rest coming from grants. 

The museum, which will have a modern glass front, is 
to face the Glass Cone. It will also pay homage to its past 
with a striking light sculpture representing where the 
old White House Glass Cone once stood. 

The museum will showcase the borough’s glass treas¬ 
ures and highlight the area’s heritage through interac¬ 
tive displays. Proposals also include 18 apartments built 
on a separate part of the site and 11 commercial units.

The teacher from Oakham, Tiv- 
idale, said she does not want to take 
her 82-year-old mother Gwendoline 
to visit her father Alan Crompton’s 
grave due to its condition. But those 
at the church have said they are 
doing all they can do to remedy the 
situation and have asked for help. 

Mrs Munnelly said she went in 
the spring with her mother and had 
a struggle to get to Mr Crompton’s 
grave. After phoning the vicarage 
she was hopeful it would be cleared 


but after a visit last week she is still 
concerned for the churchyard even 
though she can see some work has 
been carried out. 

She said: “It’s dwell overgrown. 
When I went last week I was horri¬ 
fied, it’s a real shambles. I phoned 
the vicarage again and told them if 
my mum comes here she would be 
crying. We couldn’t find a pathway 
without going through brambles.” 

Mrs Munnelly, who was chris¬ 
tened at the church, said she had 
spent time cleaning her father’s 
grave but added: “If someone is 
in a wheelchair they have got no 
chance.”

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Ambulance 
crew in an 
eight hour 
stint at A&E 


AN AMBULANCE crew in the West Midlands 
was forced to stay at a hospital for more 
than eight hours because of a shortage of 
staff or beds. 

Thousands of patients are left waiting longer than 30 
minutes at accident and emergency departments to be 
handed over from paramedics to nurses every month. But 


the number waiting more thj 

Typically in cases where 
there may not be enough 
beds or staff to look after 
patients straight away they 
have to stay in the ambu¬ 
lance until the hospital is 
ready for them. 

Road 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service, said the 
eight-hour 11-minute inci¬ 
dent happened when a crew 
was looking after patients 
so that other paramedics 
and ambulance crews could 
unload their own passengers 
and get back on to the road. 

The service was unable to 
reveal which hospital had 
been involved or when the 
incident had happened. 

It was revealed in re¬ 
sponse to a Freedom of 
Information request from 
Labour which showed 
300,000 patients waited too 
long last year to get into 
A&E departments. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service said the period 
quoted related to the time 
its crew was stationed at the 
hospital, not the time any 
individual patient waited. 

The response also showed 
3,825 people waited longer 
than 30 minutes for a hand¬ 
over in April.

n an hour has dropped.

waiting at A&E in the past 
two years was March 2013 
with 10,245 patients in the 
region having to stay with 
ambulance crews for at least 
half an hour. 

In March this year 263 
were forced to wait for more 
than an hour, down from 
1,637 the same month in 
2013. 

Jamie Reed, Labour’s 
shadow health minister, 
said: “Under David Cam¬ 
eron, hospitals are full to 
bursting and he’s forcing 
ambulances to queue at 
the doors for hours on end. 
Thousands of vulnerable 
people, many of them elderly 
and frightened, are being 
wrongly held in the backs of 
ambulances because hospi¬ 
tals don’t have the space.” A 
West Midlands Ambulance 
Service Trust spokeswoman 
said: “Hospitals in the West 
Midlands have worked ex¬ 
tremely hard to reduce de¬ 
lays over the last 18 months 
and in the main have been 
very successful in doing so. 

“On average, delays are 
now only around an eighth 
of the levels experienced 18 
months ago.” 


Accident left woman, 
36, with broken legs 

A WOMAN aged in her 30s suffered fractures to both her 
legs after being knocked over by a double-decker bus in 
Birmingham city centre on Monday. 

The 36-year-old woman was taken to Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital for specialist treatment following the collision in 
Carrs Lane, near Moor Street Station. 

Suzie Wheaton, spokeswoman for West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service, said: “Crews were called to reports of a 
pedestrian and a bus that had been in collision. 

“On arrival at the scene crews found a woman lying in 
the road. 

“The woman was treated for a potential pelvic injury and 
fractures to both of her legs.” 

Catherine Hickman, from West Midlands Police, said: 
“The incident happened at about 4.30pm and a woman 
was taken to the hospital, but her injuries were not life 
threatening.” 




































Rail work 
will hit 
weekend 
services 

THE West Coast Mainline 
will be partially closed over 
the next two weekends with 
some services through the 
West Midlands affected. 

Work on an £81 million 
improvement plan in Hert¬ 
fordshire means that the 
line will be closed between 
Euston station in London 
and Hemel Hempstead in 
Hertfordshire. 

The Watford work will 
affect services run by Virgin 
Trains, London Midland, 
London Overground and 
Southern from Saturday 
to Monday and also from 
August 23 to bank holiday 
Monday.

The closure will affect 
travellers on the West Coast 
from London to Crewe and 
North Wales. 

London Midland services 
to London Euston from Bir¬ 
mingham and Crewe will 
terminate at Northampton. 

At Northampton, passen¬ 
gers can change on to a half 
hourly train service between 
Northampton and Hemel 
Hempstead. 

Buses will run between 
Hemel Hempstead and 
Stanmore Underground 
Station, via Apsley, Kings 
Langley and Watford Junc¬ 
tion. The same applies in 
the opposite direction. 

Most Virgin Trains ser¬ 
vices will be affected and 
the company is urging peo¬ 
ple to check their journey 
before they travel in case it 
is affected. 


Thousands of families have 
seen their benefits capped 


MORE than 3,400 households in the West 
Midlands have had their benefits capped, of¬ 
ficial figures have revealed. 

They no longer get more in benefits than the equivalent 
of an average household income of £34,000 before tax. 

The Government has claimed that across the West Mid¬ 
lands in more than 600 families where the benefit cap has 
been applied, someone has found a job, stopped claiming 


housing benefit or reduced 
their claim. 

Secretary of State for 
Work and Pensions, Iain 
Duncan Smith, said: “By 
capping benefits we are put¬ 
ting a stop to these runaway 
benefit claims and returning 
fairness to the system.” 

More than 45,847 house¬ 
holds across the country 
had their benefits capped by 
May 2014. 

The Government also 
made £110 million available 
to councils over two years 
through the Discretionary 
Housing Payment fund to 
support people who need 
extra help. 

The benefit cap limits 
benefits a household can 
receive to £26,000 a year 
— equivalent to a pre-tax 
salary of £34,000 — or £500 
a week for couples, with or 
without children, and lone 
parent households, and £350 
a week for households of a 
single adult with no chil¬ 
dren. Labour has claimed 
the number of workers who 
need housing benefit to 
‘make ends meet’ will in¬ 
crease if the Tories win the 
next General Election.

Meanwhile, taxpayers 
have been landed with a 
£40,000 legal bill after a 
council’s benefits rules re¬ 
quiring people live in the 
borough for two years to 
get support were torn up in 
court. 

Sandwell Council is pre¬ 
pared to spend a further 
£50,000 fighting an appeal 
against a judge’s ruling. 

The council set up a 
scheme in April 2013 that 
banned anyone who had not 
lived within the borough for 
two years from receiving a 
reduction in their council 
tax. It came after the Gov¬ 
ernment scrapped council 
tax benefit for working age 
people and said it was up to 
local authorities to decide 
how to offer help. 

Some, including Wolver¬ 
hampton, began charging 
working age people a por¬ 
tion of their council tax. 
Sandwell decided to carry 
on covering the cost but put 
a ‘residency requirement’ 
in place to prevent benefits 
tourism. 


Cancer survivor rescues charity fund

WHEN Kelly Mullings was told she 
had cancer, her whole world was on 
the verge of falling apart. The 23-year- 
old sports student from Brierley Hill 
was determined not to let the diagno¬ 
sis stop her active lifestyle. 

Miss Mullings, of Naggersfield Road, 
diagnosed with Hodgkins Lymphoma 
last December, threw herself into 
fundraising to help a charity which 
supports people like her. During six 
months of treatment she raised £6,000 
to stop the Paul Ackrill Fund folding. 

Her battle with cancer started 


when she found a lump on her collar 
bone in May 2013. Kellys said: “I had 
some initial blood tests and they didn’t 
show anything. I felt fit and healthy so 
didn’t think much more about it but 
in September last year I got really bad 
night sweats so I went back for more 
tests and they showed it was cancer.” 

The lump was removed in Decem¬ 
ber. Kelly said: “I thought, I am not 
going to just sit back and do nothing, 
that’s not me. When I heard about 
the Paul Acknil Foundation and their 
fundraising struggle I thought this 


is a project I am going to take on.” 
Her target was £2,000 but she raised 
£6,010.71 through sports events, col¬ 
lections, donations and a triathlon. 

Gill Ackrill, 69, of Brierley Hill, 
set up the charity after her son Paul 
died of cancer in 2001. She said: “Like 
Kelly, he was determined to get on 
with his life and had wanted to help 
other people. In his memory I was de¬ 
termined to go ahead with the charity. 
We have given out £150,000 over the 
years. The money Kelly has raised will 
see us through to next year.”

Costly cancer drug 
is rejected for NHS 

A DRUG that can extend 
the lives of some women 
with an advanced form of 
breast cancer has been re¬ 
jected for NHS use as it is 
considered too expensive. 

The high price of Kadc- 
yla makes it ‘impossible’ to 
recommend for widespread 
use, the National Institute 
for Health and Care Excel¬ 
lence (Nice) said. The drug, 
also known as trastuzumab 
emtansine, is used to treat 
breast cancer patients with 
HER2-positive breast can¬ 
cer that has spread to other 
parts of the body. It can 
extend lives of patients by 
around six months. 

Nice says that the 
drug, which costs around 
£90,000 per patient, is too 
expensive to recommend, 
although makers Roche say 
they have offered to cut the 
price. 

£400m scheme at 
former TV studios 

A £400 million develop¬ 
ment has been revealed for 
Birmingham city centre. 

Planning bosses have 
given the thumbs-up to the 
first part of the Arena Cen¬ 
tral scheme, which will see 
an eight-storey office block 
built on the site of the 
old ATV studios in Broad 
Street. Detailed planning 
consent has been given 
for the building, opposite 
Centenary Square, which 
will house 140,000 sq ft of 
accommodation and 5,000 
sq ft of retail space on the 
ground floor. 

The building, 1 Arena 
Central, is the first phase 
at the 9.2-acre site, where 
outline permissions are 
already in place for office 
space, homes, 2,500 park¬ 
ing spaces and leisure and 
retail units.

Looking back on a 
match to remember 


I t hardly seems like two minutes 
since the last one finished, but last 
Saturday, the new Premier League 
season kicked off. 

While non-football fans moaned 
and whined about how the sport 
tends to take over TV and chats 
around the watercooler at work, fans 
were beside themselves with glee - 
especially as excitement in the 
domestic leagues this year may help 
them forget the nightmare that was 
England’s World Cup campaign in 
Brazil. 

But there’s another reason to 
celebrate the return of top-flight 
football, and that’s because it 
coincides with the 50th anniversary 
of Match of the Day. 

Back in 1964, when the first edition 
aired, Kenneth Wolstenholme (later 
to find fame with his “they think it’s all 
over, it is now” moment during the 
1966 World Cup final at Wembley) 
commentated on highlights from just 
one game - a First Division 
encounter between Liverpool and 
Arsenal, which the Anfield side won 
3-2. 

Only 20,000 people tuned in, just 


half the number of spectators who 
were at the ground; that might sound 
like next to nothing, but at the time, 
few people could receive new 
channel BBC Two. 

Unlike nowadays when low ratings 
ensure a show will be axed early, the 
Beeb stuck with its sporting baby, 
and before long, it became an iconic 
show that remains must-see viewing 
for football fans everywhere. 

This special programme looks back 
at MOTD’s history, picking up on 
memorable moments, from match 
highlights to the way in which it 
covered the Hillsborough disaster 
with great dignity as events unfolded. 

Regular viewers such as Alan 
Sugar, Sue Johnston and Russell 
Brand discuss their love of the show, 
and Barry Stoller talks for the first 
time about composing the famous 
theme tune. 

Also discussing the programme 
are John Motson, Wayne Rooney, 
Thierry Henry, Ryan Giggs and the 
recently retired Alan Hansen. 

Over the years, the likes of David 
Coleman, Jimmy Hill and Des Lynam 
have hosted the programme; it’s 


Gary Lineker who sits in the hotseat 
these days. He has every reason to 
be cheerful, because his beloved 
Leicester City are back in the top 
echelons - although he’s anything 
but optimistic. 

“I’m not the world’s most confident 
fan,” he grimaces. “I should be - I 
should believe in them more than I 
do.” 

Does he ever wish he was back 
out on the pitch? 

“Not really. There are aspects of 
football that can be quite tiresome - 
being treated like a kid, being 
shouted at all day, being told what 
time to do stuff, being told what to 
eat, etc, etc. The one thing I do miss 
is scoring a big goal in an important 
match, and the euphoria that that 
brings.” 

Instead, Gary is happy with his 
day job: “I always look forward to 
the start of the season. Football is 
still hugely important to a lot of 
people in this country and Match 
of the Day is always an exciting 
show.” 

Long may it continue - here’s to 
another 50 years, at least.

Great mix 
of economy, 
style and 
performance

There’s something going on under the bon¬ 
net of a new range of Audis which benefits 
both the environment and drivers - particu¬ 
larly business users. 

The company’s huge range of models has been 
joined by ‘Ultra’ versions of the A4, A5 and A6, using 
an update of its 2.0-litre turbo diesel engine, already 
one of the most powerful in its class with up to 190Ps 
on tap in the case of the A6. 

The net result is a saving of hundreds of pounds on fuel, 
the tax disc and ‘benefit in kind’ tax without sacrificing per¬ 
formance: indeed, the new Ultra range actually has more 
oomph than its predecessors. 

I drove the Ultra-powered version of the £30,850 A5 
Coupe, a sleek executive express with the potential to go 
from a standstill to 62mph in a rapid 8.3 seconds. 

Yet it is also capable of beating many small hatchbacks in 
terms of economy, with average fuel consumption of more 
than 67mpg and a C02 emissions rating of just 109g/km. 

This means, compared to its predecessor, the tax band 
falls from C to B and a 16 per cent drop in the business driv¬ 
er’s tax bill - nearly £250 as well as savings at the pumps. 
The figures are identical for the new Ultra-powered range of 
A4 saloons. 

Saving money and developing your green credentials 
normally means a trade-off with performance and driving 
pleasure, but in this case the opposite is true. 

The 2.0-litre turbo diesel under the bonnet is a complete¬ 
ly new development, designed for even more efficiency 
and leaner burning. It also has a new ‘selective catalytic 
reduction’ system which removes nitrogen oxides from the 
exhaust gases, ensuring the cars meet EU6 standards, the 
most stringent ever applied to European cars. 

Same 

But the driver also has the same maximum engine power 
of 163Ps under his right foot but at lower revs (1,200rpm low¬ 
er, at 3,000rpm in fact), and maximum torque is increased to 
400Nm and over a wider spread, from just 1,750rpm. 

If the figures don’t mean much, you will notice the differ¬ 
ence long before you pull up at the pumps. 

It means in normal driving the car whispers along at very 
low rpm, saving fuel and reducing noise levels, but a little 
more pressure from the right foot will send it surging for¬ 
ward smoothly without the need to stir the six-speed manual 
gearbox. 

All the Ultra models come as standard with lowered, 
sports suspension which not only reduces drag (therefore 
aiding economy), it also means even sharper handling. The 
standard alloys are reduced to 17in as a result, equipped 
with 225/50 low-profile tyres. 

It turns into bends positively and accurately and grips 
well, and based on a test drive on a variety of rural roads, it 
has little impact on ride quality. 

The Ultra models currently come as manual, front-wheel 
drive only, with no four-wheel drive Quattro versions. 

The A5 is only available at present in SE trim, which 
comes with the sort of kit you’d expect from an upmarket 
coupe. Driver and front passenger have executive levels of 
space, but the sleek coupe shape does mean a small sacri¬ 
fice in room for those in the rear compared to the A4 saloon. 

Boot space is well up to class standards, ranging from 
455 to 829 litres depending on whether the rear bench seat 
is up or folded flat. 

Driver and passengers can sit back in heated Milano 
leather upholstery, with the benefit of electronic climate con¬ 
trol and an upmarket sound system with multi-media inter¬ 
face. 

You also get automatic wipers and lights, parking sensors, 
satnav, multi-function steering wheel, electric front windows, 
and cruise control. Safety equipment includes multiple air¬ 
bags as well as a limited slip differential and the usual array 
of electronic wizardry, such as ABS and stability control.

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New high for used car prices 


Average used car values 
reached a record high in 
July, according to BCA’s lat¬ 
est Pulse report. 

The headline average value of 
a used car rose by 1.4 per cent 
to £7,706, ahead of June’s figure 
by £109. Average performance 
against CAP Clean improved 
marginally from 96.57 per cent to 
96.78 per cent, while average age 
and mileage fell slightly compared 
with June. 

Year-on-year, July 2014 was ahead 
by £831 or 12 per cent, with both av¬ 
erage age and mileage falling over the 
12-month period. CAP Clean perfor¬ 


mance was up by nearly a point, year- 
on-year. 

Average values declined in the fleet 
and lease sector for the third month 
running, although the fall was negligi¬ 
ble at just £37 (equivalent to 0.4 per 
cent), while values rose in the dealer 
part-exchange sector to a new record 
level. Nearly-new values also rose, 
although model mix has a significant 
effect in this low-volume sector. 

Simon Henstock, BCA’s UK oper¬ 
ations director commented: “We are 
now well into the summer holiday pe¬ 
riod and the wholesale markets are 
generally quieter, However, this year 
volumes have remained relatively high 
and there is still plenty of competition 
for the best stock on offer. 


“The shortage of good quality fleet 
and lease stock continues, with vol¬ 
umes not expected to pick up until the 
second half of September. 

“Cars entered from dealer part-ex- 
change sources have typically outper¬ 
formed the market in 2014 and July 
was no exception. 

“Average values reached record 
levels, as dealers continued to supply 
the marketplace with well-presented, 
realistically valued cars to tempt the 
buyers in. 

“Sellers should consider adjusting 
valuations now on poorer condition 
cars with a view to remarketing them 
before volumes begin to rise and buy¬ 
ers have more choice from mid-Sep¬ 
tember onwards.”

The trio of British players on the Tennis 
Foundation’s Wheelchair Tennis Perfor¬ 
mance Programme return to contest each 
of the men’s, women’s and quad singles 
and doubles events at the final Grand Slam 
tournament of the year from 4th to 7th Sep¬ 
tember. 

After making her US Open debut in 2013, 
Whiley will return to New York this year 
aiming to make British tennis history, hav-

ing partnered Japan’s Yui Kamiji to win the 
women’s doubles at the Australian Open, 
Roland Garros and Wimbledon already this 
season. 

Whiley, part of an elite field of eight wom¬ 
en’s players for the singles and doubles in 
New York, will be bidding to become the 
first Brit to win the same event at all four 
Grand Slams in the same calendar year. 

Whiley and Kamiji will also bid to em¬ 
ulate Jiske Griffioen and Aniek van Koot, 


who became the third all-Dutch partnership 
to win all four Grand Slam women’s dou¬ 
bles titles in the same season in 2013, but 
finished runners-up to Whiley and Kamiji in 
Paris and at Wimbledon this season.
